Distressing Calamitv — Catholic Fkm.uk 
Academy and Chckch Destroyed. — We are pain- 
ed to learn that, on Saturday morning about 4 
o'clock, the Loretto Female Academy, situated on 
the line of the railroad between New Haven and 
Lebanon, and about twelve miles from the latter 
place, was destroyed by fire, together with the 
church, the clothing of the Sisters and scholars, and 
the furniture. In fact, nothing was saved. Hap- 
pening so early in the morning, it is strange that no 
lives were lost, but we are happy to state all escaped 
without personal injury. The loss will not fall short 
of t30,0i», with no insurance. Besides this, one of 
the most valuable libraries in the State was destroy 
ed, some of the volumes of which cannot be re- 
placed perhaps. The fire was purely accidental. 

We are requested to say that any articles of la- 
dies' underwear or bedding left at Messrs. Webb &

on behalf of the Sisters. We hope our citizens will 
ally to this ell and sustain the bigh 
i of our city for its benevolence to the dis- 
tressed and ucii.rtunate.

Boats from below report 
the ice very heavy in the Missl sippi, and there is 
no doubt tit it a' ove C .iro navigation i* M ■ mis 
pesued. Boats from above report the K. F. Stss at 
Captina, J. B. Ford at the foot of Blanrcy, Melnotte 
at Coalport, Henry Graff at Harmar, all iu safe hat- 
bors. The Messenger was in a somewhat perilous 
condition.

A Oil IMIII at St. Li—. 1 brief dispatch in 
the Evening Bulletin of Saturday announced the 
destruction of the Pacu.c Hotel at St. Louis and the 
loss of many lives. We have received, through the 
pdite-iess of Mr. B. F. Cu'hrie, of the firm of 
Suii.h, Guthrie, 4 Co., and Mr. LaU*\>, of the 
Louisville Hu'el, an extra of the St. Louis Herald, 
which gives the fdlawing details of the calamitv: 

[From the St. Louis Herald Kxtra, of Saturday.] 
PACiriO HOTKl IN MOT! — FIFTY OU SIXTY 
LlVUS LOST 
One of the most heart-rending calamities that we 
have ever had occasion to record, occurred this m< r- 
tlm§ about 3 o'clock — he burciogof the Pacific Ho- 
tel, on Seventh street, kept by Mr. Slrader, by 
which a large number of*human beings, who retired 
last night full of joyous hope and expectation, are 
now in ihe Spirit Land, and the only vestige of tbeir 
existence is left in the charred, crisped and black- 
ened bodies, casting a pdi of glo -in over this com- 
munity that time will not be able to shake off. 

It appears that the entire back part of the hotel 
was of wood, th.it caught instantly and spread with 
the rapidity of thought, the draught canying the 
entire mass of the ninns right through the entire 
building; enveloping the entire structure in one solid 
body of dames. 

The steam engines "Davis Moore" and "George 
Cuyler" were on hand iromp-ly, to whom ^'re-t 
credit is dac, aud but fur whAai &ervice» the tnlin 
block must have gone. The Independent Boys were 
on hand, representing the Central, St. tLouls, Mis- 
souri, I-aclede, and Ptmnix, doing good service — 
that is as they always do — doing all they could. 

ihe fire is Supposed to have caught in Jones's 

drug-store. Mr. Strader, the lessee of the house, 
was awakened by the howling of his faithful dug, 
at the door of his sleeping apartment, to whom he 
is undoubtedly indebted for his life. Mr. S.pnfurmed 
us that there were al>out 100 persons sleeping in the 
house; that he jumped out of bed and went round to 
every room and awakened the inmates; then went 
back for his familv, and by great exertion succeeded 
m mtag them ail; his bister-in-law was miraculous- 
ly saved — losing $300 which she had taken out of 
her trunk and w as holding in her band, but dropped 
it iu her efforts to escape. It is almost impossible 
to ascertain th> full particulars at this moment; and, 
in fact, eternity w ill alone reveal the death strug- 
icttms of this terrible dis-

Placards were displayed upon the doors 
of some of the houses, warning citizens that the 
companies would respond to no alarm of fire until 
the streets "dried up," or until the recorder recon- 
sidered his opinion in fining certain firemen on Sat- 
urday for Uauliug their api^ratus on the side-walks. 
The firemen allege that the streets are in so muddy 
a condition that they cannot pull the engines.

Mr. Strader thinks that between 40 and 50 
per-ons were destroyed. 

Mr. T. Hart Strong and EL II. Rochester, of Ro- 
chester. X. V., and W. McN.tt, werein room S i -I 
Mr. S rw>:g jumped out o;' the window, without te- 
riMttly injuring himseU; but another person, in 
jumping, fell upon Mr. S.rong, and he died at. cat 8 
o'clock, at a house on Sixth street, where he wa> 
taken. Room No. 20, h*d eight persons in it, all of 
whom were in all probability burned up. But one 
Mr. Waldruf w ha wa. awukeued by the bowlings of 
the do. ; Mr. W. iu rushing down stairs, took Mr. 
Geary'a wile dawn safe, hi was compelled to useforce 
to get her cut. 

Mr. G.ary, her husban-1, the local of the L?ader, 
rushed back to get his eh.M, and could not make his 
escipe, when Mr. Waldruf and his wile made their 
egress from ths dames; he then jumped from the 
window with his child, and broke one or both legs. 
It is Mt ex peered that he can survive. II. ■ child 
wa.- seriously injured. 

In one r ;om we saw five or six bodies, all burped 
up — p r esf nring truly an awful sight — jickdning tLe 
heart. We were compelled to turn awav from the 
spectacle. The bodies were so charred and con- 
sumed that it was almost impossible to recognize 
them. 

Mr. Wi'.liim Turner was very badly bumed — not 
expected to live. 

Tue body of a Miss Hunter was found dead. 

Mrs. Jones had her leg ■ ; in trying to escape. 
Her child wde found dead. 

Mr. Sbarpe, watchin u of the house, either not on 
duty or asleep, was found very badly burned. 

Room No. 8— Mr. and Mrs. Hubbard, hi.rril ly 
iiiati^l- d; their bodies found. 

No one seems to know how the fire caught. 

Geary's wife and child were taken to the hospital. 
We are just, informed that G<-ary is dead. 

The dead body of a man, his clothes still ou fire, 
was dragged out bj- oftker Healy. On his person 
was found a silver watch, and 810 in gold and silver 
in his i>ocket — his face all burned up— legs, thighs, 
and arms all burned to the bone. IIi3 thick woo'en 
coat prereaved his body to some extent. His hand 
grasped his valise. 

One gentleman told us that be saw M'. H. II. Ro- 
chester, wlu was in room No. 24, with his trunk on 
his shouldtr trying to get out. His friends were at 
the ruins nearly distracted about him. There are at 
the Sisters' Hospital six wounded, mangled, and 
bruised per ; ons. One of these must die; lopes are 
entertained for the recovery of the remainder. 

Thou-ar.ds ut persons were c^oaregaed about the 
premises, manifesting the most intense anxiety. It 
is reported that there were about fifteen country per- 
sons in one room, who were, in all probability, con- 
sumed. 

The baggage master of one of the railroads was 
destroyed. 

Coroner Kennedy had lieen sent for but hid not 
arrived when we left. They were pulling down the 
walls. 

So terribly unfortunate a disaster has not occurred 
in this city for a long time. The books of the house 
are all burned up. 

The Pacific Hotel was conducted by Dr. D. W, 
Strader, late of this city. He and his family were 
saved. 

Mr. Guthrie says in a note to us: "When I left 
St. Louis on Saturday, (3 P. M.) thirty-eight bodies 
had been found, and the supposition was that there 
were twenty or thirty more under the ruins." 

Sttil Later. — A telegraphic dispatch received on 
Saturday night gives the following additional par- 
ticulars: 

St. Louis, Feb. 20. 
The burning of the Pacific Hotel p-o . es a much 
more terrible calamity than repotted this morning. 
About one hundred persons were in the house, forty 
or fifty of whom were missing. The following per- 
sons are known to be killed, viz: Bruce McN'itt, 
Burkheart Wurst, Paul Sterrill, Mrs. Jenny Jones 
and child, of tit. Loui>; John-on, of Chicago; Henrv 
H. Rochester and T. Hart Strong, of Rochester. M. 
N ; Wm. S. Taylor, Geo. Crane, Miss Jones, resi- 
dence unknown; Chas. Davis and Wm. Cunning- 
ham, of Terre Haute and Alton railway; Miss Hun- 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. Hubbard. Nine persons (in one 
room), names unknown, and a negro boy were seri- 
ously it .tired. The tir j caught in a drug store un- 
der the hotel. The flames spread so rapidly that 
the stairways were enveloped before the inmates 
could be aroused. All egress was entirely cut tsT 
except the windows, and many leaped three stories 
and were horribly mangl-d or inctantly killed. 
Many were unable even to reach the windows. Sev- 
eral bod es are supposed to be buried in the ruins, 
and hundreds of excited men are energetically en- 
gaged in removing the rubhi-h. The wounded were 
promptly taken charge of bv theii friends or seut to 
the nospitij, where their injuries were imn^diateJv 
attended to. Several of the wounded cannot possi- 
bly recover. Loss $50,000.

Gkntlemex: In your paper of yesterday I notice 
ai artiele headed the "Benevolent Institutions of 
Kentucky," in which this institution is presented as 
"deliccpaeut" in complying with a law of the session 
cf the Legislature of l«5a-'t>, which required a re- 
port to lie made to the Auditor of the expenditures 
of the benevolent institutions of the State. I think 
it dm to this instituti oa ar.d to justice to place the 
nutter, o far as this i-isiituciou la conctrutd, iu its 
proper lit lit. 

The ctiicers of the in-titutiou had no knowledge 
cf the existence of trie law until a few days since. 
It was a genen.1 clause inserted in a bill mukiiig ar. 
appropiiatinn of a lew thousand dollars, for specific 
pin I uses, to the yYesiorn Lunatic Asylum, and was 
so headed. I; very naturally therefore escaped our 
notice. 

The expenditures of thi* insti'utioa have been 
minutely rei-oned ini'etail to the L»gi lature. The 
retort lias been in the hands of the legislature, and 
was ordered to lie priuted early in December. Our 
building* are now completed, and are not exceedtd 
by sbj ir, the State for cjminodioasness and com- 
fort, ai.d are now sufficient and o. en L>r the recep- 
tion of all the ile^f mutes of the State, We hive 
just completed a first class tdilice, for which the 
Legislature appropriated only seventeen thousand 
live hundred dollars. We have also furnished it 
comfc rtablv, ard have just purchased and paid for, 
thirty-six acres of additional ground at the price of 
one hundred f« Ld tWCSC] -live dollars per acre, 
all w ithout asking any ' additional appropr'u 
tion from the Sta'e. 

The win >le cost of our ground and buil ling*, con- 
sisting of four handsome structures, has been be- 
tween sixty live and seventy thousand dollars, to- 
ward which the State has only contributed, by di- 
rect appropriation for the purpose, the sum of 
twentwwo thousand dollars, w hi'e I have myself 
contributed fo- the same over ten thousand dollars.

I will add 
that no public institution ar,y»h. re has exceeded 
this in the economy of its expendi'ures, and no one 
has l»een so light a burden on the public treasury 
in proportion to the benefits conferted. 

Protkstini. Bank Not*,* — Some time in No- 
vember last, after the suspension of sjiecie payments 
by the hanks, Samuel Harris presented two $5 bills 
en the Bank of Commerce at their counter, and de- 
manded specie for them. They refu-ed to pay it 
and the notes were duly protested, and suit beiog 
instituted before Justice Mears to recover, he gave 
judgment against the bank in both casesi The bank 
appealed to the court of common pleas, and the case 
was tried before a jury on Saturday. The bank 
urged that it was not legally liable to pay the pro- 
test ($2 on each note), but "the jury rendered a ver- 
dict for appellee in both cases, thus afftrmtrg the 
judgments of the magistrate. Motions In arrest of 
judgments were filed, which remainslto be disposed 
of. These cases possess considerable interest, for if 
it be established that a bank is liable to the expenses 
of a protest and costs of suit on every note issued, 
for which they refuted to pay specie, co bank could 
afford to remain suspended any length of time. The 
costs iu each of the alwrve two cases will teach, with 
the protet>t, some twelve or fifteen dollars.

Letters from Nicaragua state that the transit route 
cannDt be opened in a less time than four months, 
even if the contest l>etween the competitors for the 
contract be settled at once. But it is stated that ar- 
rangements have been completed in New York for 
establishing the line. Commodore Vanderbilt re- 
ceives forty thousand dollars a month from the com- 
panies connected with the Panama route, merelv for 
withdrawing fro-n competition with them. But it is 
stated that be will relinquish the contract and estale- 
li«h another line of communication by way of the 
Nicaragnan isthmus. 

If the Yri«arri treaty shall be ratified by Nicara- 
gua we may hope to witness the removal of the 
blockade of this important route. The objections 
which have l»een raised against this treaty are found- 
ed upon a misconception of its terms. It does not, 
as has been alleged, afford protection merely to a 
private company. It provides for the protection of 
the transit and for the i-ecurity of the property of 
American citizens who may reside in Nicaragua. It 
stcures the right of holding lands in that State, and 
American citizens tnav become land-holders there — •• 
a right which w ill induce American colonization, 
which will rapidly follow the conclusion of the 
treaty.

Bom Kono,' China, Dec Id, 1857. j 
It seems proliai.l - that puldic curiosity, which has 
for a long time p s' lieen impatiently expecting the 
recomuitnceiiHiit of hostilities against Can. on, is 
soon to I* granlied. The next mail will doub'less 
carry the ne.vs of the attack, and probably of the 
capture of that ere it city. This point l»eiinr settled, 
publi ; mni .r is busily" enga^d in deciding what 
shall be doi.e by the diplomatists. I do ivoi know 
whether the same pie cing variety of u.iViii ition, 
in regard to tb- movements of these gentl>-m n, 
which exi i h-ie, wd. liud irs way to the Uuiud 
States; if so, a st itemect of atTairs in and a' out 
Ho ig Kong— is they are in fact and not in rumor, 
will In- the mo.e acceptable 

Ixird Elgin, onb-hal' of Grea* Britain, a'ld Baron 
Gro«, on behalf of France, have ben for some months 
in China. As the-* two nations are to co-operate 
actively in hos ilities against the Chine e, there 
mi -i be, of course, a more cjinplete and intimate 
u t\ f ■*— flisM ha* wee* tbtir p'etiii <> tii'i iries than 
IkUccii aiiV Hbtis, r*o or imec Ua\ s agj lUe 
French d.clareda blockade ot'the Cinton uver, bu», 
as this was done sroine months ago by the British, 
the act can'hardlv be p*gaul d as imi>ortaiit. It is 
understood that Bar n Gros thought it desirable to 
put him elf in this aiiitude of hostility, and «o ex- 
press in this manner the French sviiipathj and alli- 
ance with England, before communicating with Gjv. 
Yeh. preparato'v to the attack upon Canton. 

The arrival of Hon. Wm B. Reed, the American 
Minister, more than a mouth ago, has been alrea ly 
announ. eil. C<4unt Pontiatine. ihe Russian Ambas- 
sador, was the last to arrive. He is here in the war- 
steamer Ameiica, unsupported by any other naval 
force. 

Betwefn all the plenipotentiaries there are the 
most friendly and agreeaole ptivate lei itions, but, 
••>.••• pt in tLe case of th- English and Fiench, there 
has betn no co: certed action. 

It is understootl that, at hi* tirst interviews with 
Mr. lieed, I^)rd Elgin was strongly disposed to in- 
sist on American co operation, but that he was met 
by a constant refusal. A correspondence of a ]>er- 
fedly courteous, but of a very decided chancier, on 
l>oth side*, i- knowa to have pas ed between these 
gentlemen— but it has not yet transpired. 

One of Mr. Reed's first acts, after arriving in 
China, was to write to Yeh, the Governor of Can- 
ton, announcing his arrival, requesting an inter- 
view, and suggesting that the time had come when 
a renewal and revision of our treaty with Cniua had 
become necessary. After waiting for some time for 
a reply, he wrote again in a manner decidedlv more 
l*reinptory. IiVore ihis second letter could have 
reached Governor Yeh, th re caine a reply to the 
tirst. The letter was courteous enough, but not al- 
together s itislacto'v. Yeh declines to meet our 
Commissioi.er. on the ground that he has no pl.ice 
for the meeting, as the British, in their last year's 
bombardment tf Canton destrovedthe public build- 
i:!gs. which is a suflici. ntly valid excuse c rtaiuly, 
for ihe readers of the Times will not have forgotten 
the unceremonious visit which Sir Michael Seymour 
made to the Governor's palace some thirteen months 
ago; nor the storm of shot and shell which bis guns 
poured into the city for a week or no following. But 
the Gove nor objects also to the revision cf the 
trejif, on what giounds I have not been able to as- 
certain. Mr. R:ed again replied, but his letter wa« 
sent only a short lime age; and it is probable that 
before the Governor has .line to replv, even if he ha. 
neither kibed ror captured, the circumstances in 
which he will find himself will hardly be favorable 
to correspondence. 

It is hoped that af.er the capture of Canton (for 
that Canton wiil be ciptn e l, with greater or less 
loss, is regatded by everyliody except the Chinese 
as a matter of course), it is hoped th.it the Govern- 
or may lie able to treat, and may be empowered to 
grant all the privileges which the representatives of 
the foreign jsiwers in iv require. If, however, this 
should not the case, Lord Elgin will probably go 
northward towards Pekin, supported by as much of 
the naval force as can be spared from Canton. Ia the 
event of the failure cf negotiation here, it is the in- 
tention alio of our minister to go north, in the sum- 
mer — to Pekin, or as near that ei'v as possible. If 
the English should go ia a hos ile attitude — as it 
seems probable they wil' — the American expedition 
will OSftaJal* lie entirely disconnec.ed from theirs— 
s the policv of our Government towards China is to 
egotiate |>eicefuUy.
